—In the recent exam ination of par¬ 
ties at New Bedford, on a charge of fitting out j 
a slave ship, Milo It. Robbins, one of the crew f 
from Belchertown, gave a very interesting ac¬ 
count of the voyage, and the horrors of the 
“middle passage.” He mentions Jerome Col- I 
burn, of Palmer, who was one of the crew, 
whose experience we briefly related a month or i 
two since. 

Milo It. Robbins, sworn.—Was one of the j 
crew of the ship Brutus; signed her papers in 
New Bedford; was shipped in Boston by a , 
man named Williams, on Commercial st.; he 
sent me to another Williams in New Bedford; 
were fitted out at an establishment across the 
street from Mr. Long’s by Williams; received j 
three pairs pants, four shirts and drawers, two 
hats, pipes, tobacco, beds and blankets; don’t 
recollect of seeing Mr. Bigelow; sailed from 
New Bedford under Capt. Devoll, Aug. 28th ; 
the first land we made was El ores, in the West- j 
cm Islands ; we laid off and on, and the cap- 1 
tain went on shore and did not eoine hack i 
again; stayed there an hour or an hour and a 
half; from there we sailed to coast of Africa ; 
the day' we made sail, not far from the Congo j 
river, were overhauled by the U. S. gun-boat 1 
Mohican ; the next day we went in and anchor- | 
ed ; the mate, Jackson had charge of the ship ; j 
we lay at anchor ten days; went out to sea and I 
cruised two months, whaling; all the crew j 
went ashore while we were at anchor; were lay- j 
ing round the decks most of the time when we • 
were cruising; on the 14th of February came I 
in and anchored off Devil’s Point, near the Con- ] 
go Point; next morning went close in shore 
and took the cargo on hoard ; the cargo was j 
about GOO "niggers;” there were 700 in all,! 
but about 50 got drowned incoming on board ;! 
commenced taking in cargo about eight :n the j 
morning, and sailed at five; then sailed for the | 
coast of Cuba ; the first land we saw was Mar- > 
tinique and Charlotte—two islands; about n 
week after we came in sight of land again, and 
took a Spanish pilot on board; about a week 
after that we landed on the island of Cuba, 
about three miles from St. Jago ; three boats 
came off - from the island, and these, with our 
two boats, landed the cargo. 

The negroes were taken about six miles into 
the country to a plantation ; all the crew left 
the vessel and some Spaniards came on board 
and took charge of her, and we saw no more 
of her; saw a fire at sea and heard that the 
vessel had been burnt; we were put into a su¬ 
gar house on a sugar plantation, and remained 
there 18 days; then all of us, except Jackson 
and another, were put on a fishing smack and 
taken to Key West; one of the crew, named 
Frederick Standish, died in Cuba ; when we 
took in the negroes we took a supply of beans, 
corn and beef; the slaves were pul in the hold 
without being secured, and the women and chil¬ 
dren were kept on deck ; had plenty of water 
on the ship ; when we were paid off all the 
foremast hands received $500 each ; the mate, 
named Chase, and the steward, were left on 
the coast of Africa; when we took the ne¬ 
groes, a man came on board and took charge 
of the ship, but Jackson sailed her; part oi 
the men stopped at Cedar Keys : I belong in 
Belchertown, Massachusetts ; have seen only 
Jerome Colburn and Columbus since I came 
home; no chance was made in the hold of the 
ship, for the purpose of accommodating the 
cargo, except to take away two water tanks; 
no “slave deck” was put up, and there was no 
lumber on board; have never been to sea be¬ 
fore; the officers of the Mohican made no ex¬ 
amination of the vessel except to look down in 
the hold ; the man who came on 
Africa was a tall and slim fellow, dark eompl

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Narrow Escape at Niagara Falls.— 
On Sunday last, while a party of gentlemen 
were making a tour of Goat Island by moon¬ 
light, one of the party, Mr. Percy Clarke, in- 
discreetly ventured too near the edge cf the 
rock forming a portion of the Central Tall. 
At this point, the earth above the rock is in¬ 
secure, nfid while Mr. Clarke was passing 
forward to catch a closer view of the torrent, 
the earth gave way, and lie was precipitated 
upon the rock below.

NV hen dis¬ 
covered he was hanging to nil abutting 
or fragment of rock which forms the precipice 
of the Central Fall, within a single foot of 
the immense sheet of falling water, which 
roars and tumbles a distance of one hundred 
and fiftv feet below. Had it not been for Mr. 
Howard Paul’s courage and presence ofimnd, 
there would most likely have been udded an¬ 
other victim to the list of those who ha\e mat 
their lives by adventuring loo near the terrific 
dangers of Niagara l'alls.
